The returns from Reno and Washoe 


county, as well as the entire State 
evidence at this writing an overwhelm- 
ing majority for the entire Fusion 
ticket with two or three exceptions. 


At an early hoar last evening gloom 


setled over the Republican headiiuar- 
ters, which was dispelled only by oc- 
casional comforting dispatches from 
eastern States, 
The Fusionists held 


a mutual congratulation meeting all 
night and their spirits 
grew more 


buoyant as each dispatch arrived. 


The election of John Sparks had been 


conceded by the enemy for some weeks 
but his majority kept piling up in a 
manner that surprised even his most 
•launch adherents. 


The great run made by C. D. Van 


Duzer struck consternation into the 
hearts of the Republicans. 
It was 


something that they had not demed 
possible. 


The splendid vote polled by Nate 


Roft was also deemed impossible by the 
prosperity partisans. It was the Stew- 
art issue that drew as heavily from 
Senator Flanigan's strength as the per- 
sonal popularity and worth of his Fu- 
sion opponent. 


The votes came in very slowly. The 
last ballot In Reno will not be counted 
until the sun ia high in the heavens 
this morning, but at 1 a. m. sufficient 
tallies had been marked up to con- 
vince all that the Fusion ticket has 
swept the field in the city, county and 
State. 


At 4:10 a. m. the situation in the 


county and State is most reassuring 
Every man on the Fusion ticket seems 
to be safe, although one or two will 
probably come out with very small 
majorities. 
A careful estimate gives Sparks a 


majority of from 2200 to 2500 and Van 
Duzer from 1000 to 2000. 
Roff will 


probably be elected State Senator by 
a majority of a little less than 100. 
The Fusion Assemblymen will lead by 
an average of 150 votes. 


A conservative estimate gives Mr. 


Newlands 40 votes out of 54 in the Joint 
ballot. This will probably result In his 
being elected to the United States Seiy 
ate by acclamation. 


At 4 a. m. there were a total of 38 


precincts complete heard from and 8 
partial. They gave Sparks a majority 
of 473 and Van Duzer 194 out of 2887 
votes counted.

Extensive Work Being 


Done by Southern 


Pacific 


A writer in the Salt Lake Tribune 


gives an interesting description of the 
construction work now being done on 
the Salt Lake division. 


From Lucin to Reno line chances 


are In course of construction which 
will mean everything to the operating 
department. At present it is impos- 
sible to give the official figures, as 
they will not be known until the tun- 
nels are finished and all the work plan- 
ned is carried out. At present, how- 
ever, the line changes without the tun- 
nels and those contracts yet to be let 
represent over 326 miles of new track 
between Ogden and Reno, which will 
save eighty-three mile* in distance, 
eliminate thousands of degrees of cur- 
vature and remove many bad grades, 
thug reducing the time as well as cost 
of operating trains. 
Great nils and 


cuts are features, and in completing 
this work steam shovels are seen fre- 
quently. 
At four points near Wells, 


Toano, Gartney and Halleck, portions 
of the present line will be retained, as 
no improvement can be secured, and 
helpers will have to be maintained at 
two of these points for short distances, 
but in all other cases the helpers will 
be needed no longer, which will greatly 
increase the available motive power as 
tloii. 
wpll as reduce the cost of transporta 


In Moleen canyon there are three 


fills, on curves which are well built. 


Along the Humboldt river can be 


seen long stretches of new track. The 
line through there will be almost en- 
tirely new, and what an improvement 
it will be over the present track, which, 
as is well known, runs up hill and 
down dale and twists around points 
of mountains and In and out In follow- 
ing the course of the river. 
. The new line is as straight as it can 
poasibly be made. The river is cross- 
ed irrespective of expense and obstruc- 
tions in the shape of hills, gullies and 
mountains are passed through 
with 


that indifference which Is only known 
to thp modern engineer who Is working 
for the modern railroad magnate. The 
reduction in gardes and curves is most 
marked, while the improvement to the 
line can be seen at a single glance of 
even an Inexperienced eye. 


Through the mountains in this re- 


gion there are 
four 
tunnels 
being 


bored, a total of 11,205 feet for 
the 


four, but they will alone save many 
miles and curves. 
For instance, the 


Vivian tunnel is near Carlln, and 1906 
feet in length. The train on the pres- 
ent track passed by the east portal 
at right angles and after twisting and 
turning around a horseshoe, it passes 
the west portal. The horseshoe is two 
miles long, but the tunnel is only 1905 
feet long, so it can be readily under- 
stood what a saving it will be. 


All along the road the work Is going 


on. The whole makes the most impor- 
tant aeries of line changes yet under- 
taken by a Western road, and summed 
up represents a line across the Great 
Salt Lake, four tunnels through 
the 


Pequop hills, high hills, deep, long cuts, 
steel bridges set on solid 
masonry 


abutments, concrete or steel 
culverts 


and a perfect track. 


When the talked-of tunnel 
through 


the snow-clad Sierras is cut through 
the line from Ogden to Colfax will be 
second to none in the whole region 
west of the river. 
On the whole 
it 


means that the Central overland route 
is to be made into one of the most in- 
teresting of all lines and it will not be 
many days until the traveler can save 
six or seven hours between Ogden and 
San Francisco.

•The Supreme Court of Indiana says that the'fOBfes- 


aions wrung from prisoners by the police snail not be ac- 
cepted as evidence of guilt and that a person arrested cu 
suspicion shall not be detained In prison a minute longer 
than is necessary to secure a preliminary examination In 
a court having jurisdiction. 


It is to be hoped that this decision will have weight 


In other States. There is no new law declared tn the de- 
cision because the law never gave to the police the right 
to become Inquisitorial institutions.—Patriot.
